The Month of Mayhem is nearly here! 40 years ago, in 1981, KFJC's Month of Mayhem began with the 
airing of a two night, ten hour special devoted to the work of Frank Zappa. Other DJs were so inspired by 
this undertaking that they worked to produce similarly intensive programming to air during Mayhem 1981. 
A recent email alerting us to the discovery of a partial set of the tapes of this special (thanks to Reverend 
Dah Wave!), hatched a plan to digitize them for re-airing this year. Alex Pantages, who produced the 
Zappa special, dug up his original cassette tape air checks to help fill in more gaps. A meticulous archivist, 
a result, KFJC is pleased to rebroadcast No Commercial Potential: The Frank Zappa Special on Mayhem 
1st and Mayhem 2nd (10pm to 3am PT both nights). Tune in to KFJC at 9pm on Saturday, Mayhem 1 for 
Mayhem Memories, featuring an interview with Alex about the birth of Mayhem as well as conversations 
with other KFJC Dus about this annual tradition. 


We are also super excited to 
announce the debut of KFJC's new 
radio drama troupe: The Pandemic 
Players. A dedicated crew of 
volunteers have been writing, 
rehearsing, performing, and editing 
over the past few months. Tune in to 
hear the first four productions during 
the Month of Mayhem (see the 
schedule below for details on air 
dates). 


In other big news, live music finally 
returns to KFJC this Mayhem. On 
Sunday, Mayhem 23 from 3pm to 
7pm PT, tune in to hear duo B. Experimental Band (dbXB)'s "Open Studio" live performance, featuring an 
18-piece lineup of musicians. Co-led by Bay Area improviser/composers Lisa Mezzacappa and Jason 
Levis, dbXB invites KFJC listeners into their online improvisation workshop, with a four-hour continuous 
performance showcasing compositions and structured improvisations by the ensemble's members, 
created specifically for making music in an online environment.

Branding itself as The World Leaders in 
Recorded Sound, the Command label aligned itself with the increasingly popular stereo hi-fi listening 
systems of the day. Their records were aimed primarily at audiophiles but were also a big hit with the 
general public, who enjoyed hearing familiar pop tunes presented in this new, modern setting. Some of the 
artists with numerous releases on the label: pianist Dick Hyman, guitarist Tony Mottola, trumpeter Doc 
Severinsen, and Enoch Light's own Light Brigade. No less noteworthy were the bold, colorful graphic 
designs on Command's album covers, many of which were created by noted visual artist Josef Albers.
